Bilingualism fading fast? 


OTTAWA — I’ve been sit- 
ting here for the past’ week 
trying to figure out whether 
the latest foul-up between ot. 
tawa and Quebec City is scej. 
dental or contrived. 


You'll remember that Pre. 
mier Robert Bourassa told a 
national CBC audience recent. 
ly that as far as he was con. 
cerned the other provincial 
premiers wouldn't mind if spe- 
cial constitutional rights for 
English-speaking Canadians in 
the Province of Quebec were 
withdrawn. 


Well, on the next day in 
Parliament, Prime Minister 
Trudeau said this was not the 
thinking of the recent constity- 
tional conference at all. But 
Mr. Trudeau was careful to 
hedge his language, and that’s 
something you learn to watch 
when you're quoting the Great 
Man, 


Most public figures make a 
real effort to ensure that re- 
porters know the exact sense 
of what they are saying, but 
quite often the PM plays with 
words. He may seem to be 
saying one thing, when he’s 
actually saying the other. 


It’s not so important-to him 
that the reporter knows what 
he means, so long as the Prime 
Ministerial reputation is cov- 
ered by the sometimes double 
meaning of the exact words. 


_ That's why we worried over 
the PM's words on the Bouras- 
sa thing. He refused to stop 
outside the Commons to clarify 
what he said in Parliament, 
and that reinforced suspicion, 


Mr. Bourassa pointed out ir 
his television appearance that 
under the British North Amer- 
ica Act, only the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the Government 
of Quebec were required to - 
have bilingual government. do- 
cuments, bilingual legislative 
proceedings, and . bilingual 
courts, 


It’s unfair to expect Quebec 
alone of all the provinces to be 
officially ‘bilingual, said Mr, 
Bourassa, and he claimed that 
the other premiers had agreed 
with him when they all met at 
the Ottawa constitutional 
conference in early February. 
The conference communique 
was optimistic about the pre- 


miers agreeing to a formula 
for formally amending the 
constitution at the coming 
June meeting in Victoria, B.C. 


From reading the commu- 
nique, you know that the coun- 
try is but a few months away 
from bringing the Canadian 
constitution home from Lon- 
don, complete with a formula 
for amending the document in 
Canada in future. 


Mr, Bourassa, in fact, told 
the television audience that he 
thought it would be’ possible 
for Quebec to end bilingualism 
in the province before the end 
of 1971 by amending the 
BNA Act. 


For years now, the Quebec 
Assembly has winked at the 
official need for bilingual pro- 
ceedings anyway, and often 
you have to hunt hard for an 
English document out of Que- 
bee City. In the provincial 
courts, however, there is the 
right of every citizen to have a 
trial conducted in either Eng- 
lish or French. Mr. Bourassa 
assures that although Quebec 
wants to remove this right 
from the lawbooks and make it 
a privilege, in fact it wouldn’t 
work that way. English in 
provincial courts would con-. 
tinue.

RETARDED AT PICTON 

Robert P. MacKenzie has been ap- 
pointed Administrator of Prince Ed- 
wa eights, a new residential centre 
for the mentally retarded at the form- 
er Canadian Forces Base near Picton, 
it was announced by the Honourable 
Thomas L. Wells, Ontario Minister of 
Health. 

Married, with 3 children, 43 year 
old Mr. MacKenzie, will be responsible 
for the operation of what has been 
called “one of the most progressive 
centres of its kind in North Amer- 
ica,” located at-the former Canadian 
Forces Base, Picton. 

‘The new centre will provide up to 
600 residents with accomodation in a 
community-like setting in the former 
married quarters and largér central- 
ized living quarters. 

Mr. Wells said the appointment is 
effective immediately. 

A staff of 450 will be needed to 
operate the new training centre and 
as many as possible will be hired in 
the Picton area, Mr. Wells said.

Early settlers used large 
iron kettles, then a flat-bottomed pad 
with an enclosed fire box.

Billed as the fight of the 
century, the Cassius Clay-Joe 
Frazier battle at Madison 
Square Garden was all of that. 


For once, the publicity on a 
fight was not exagrerated. 
Never in the history of heavy- 
weight boxing have two men 
thrown as many devastating 
punches as Frazier and Clay, 
alias Muhammad Ali. 


Of course, never have two 
men been paid $2,500,000 
each for 45 minutes work. 

At those rates, most &f us 


would gladly get our faces bat- 
} tered. 


In all the pre-ficht ballyhoo, 
much was made of Clay’s great 
“ability” to predict the round 
the fight would end. Ever since 
he boastfully predicted that ol’ 
Archie Moore would fall in an 
hour (he did), the stories have 
spread that Clay was so good 
he could end a fight when he 
wanted. 


It certainly looked that way 
Et in many of his bouts, particu- 
larly in the bruial 1965 beat- 
ing of two-time champion 
Floyd Patterson. That fight in 
Las Vegas, Nev., saw Clay hu- 
miliate Patterson, refusing to 
put him away when he had the 
chance. Instead, he punished 
him just as he loudly pro- 

claimed he would prior to the 
| fight. Fortunately, Patterson 
; went down in the 12th round. 


Just prior to the start of the 
Clay-Frazier fight, while actor 
Burt Lancaster interviewed 
Clay for millions at theatres 
across the world, the great Ali 
was given the sealed envelope 
} he deposited a week ago. In- 


side was his prediction: F¥azier 


would fall in six. 


When the sixth round came 
and went with no sign of the 
end for Joe, the magic that 
was Cassius started to go with 
the prediction. 


There is no denying that the 
Clay of 1965-67 was a great 
fighter. But it is also true, as 
former great Joe Louis pointed 
out, that Clay had never been 
in against a tough, hard punch- 
er who could move in on him. 


And the doubters always 
liked to recall the first Sonny 
Liston fight when Clay pleaded 
with his handlers to throw in

the towel. He claimed he was 
half-blinded by a substance on 
Liston’s glove that had begome 
imbedded in his eye. Marlager 
Angelo Dundee refused and 
Cassius went on to become the 
champ with a seventh round 
knockout. The knockers 
claimed Cassius was scared of 
Liston and Clay made a point 
of avoiding Strong, fast, hitters 
in the next three years. 


The truth is that there wer- 


ent any Fraziers capable of 
fiving “The Mouth” a run for 
it. 


Unfortunately, Frazier blos- 
somed after Clay had been 
stripped of his title by politics, 
not in the ring. His opposition 
to the war in Vietnam was not 
Strictly a black-versus-white 
stand, but a combination of 
several factors. And 60,000 
Americans who came to Toron- 
to to escape the same draft 
back Clay's stand. 


But he also embraced a reli- 
gious sect that was strictly ra- 
cial and the anti-blacks rallied 
to take every possible step to 
see he was dethroned. After a 
court sentence for draft eva- 
sion (it’s now under appeal) 
his title was declared vacant. 


Frazier emerged as the best 
of the other fighters, and last 
week he proved that at this 
moment he is the greatest. 


At the finish, Clay was clear- 
ly a beaten man, his face pain- 
fully swollen. But he ended all 
the stories of his lack of cour- 
age. What else kept him in 
there to the finish, despite a 
ferocious attack by Frazier. 


The arrogance was gone. The 
man who a few hours earlier 
had called Frazier 
ugly, flat-footed,” 
admitting defeat. 


Before the fight, he said: “If 
he beats me, I'll crawl across 
the ring on my knees and say: 
‘You are the champ, you are 
the greatest’.” During the 
fight, he kept saying to Joe: 
“I'm going to kill you nigger.” 

Neither happened. And if 
there is a rematch (at those 
prices why not?), it won't 
happen then, Frazier has 
passed him by, but no fight fan 
will ever forget Gaseous Cas-

One the targest Holstein calves ever heard of in the 
@airy industry was born on Chapman Bros. Farm at Cooper last 
Thureday morning, March 18th. Weighing in at 168 pounds, the 
large bull calf was born to a 1600 pound cow named Bertha, who 
had been bred through the Eastern Breeders, the bull being 
“Fury Lad”. The cow was three weeks and four days over-due, 
which somewhat accounts for the exceptionally large size of the 
calf, 

This is indeed a remarkable feat for Bertha, who required. 
some assistance in the delivery of the heavy offspring. But she is 
reported to be progressively doing well and seems none the worse 
for her experience. 

Naturally, ‘the calf, who is yet unnamed, is very healthy, 
and when the size of its legs and head were compared to some of 
the other calves in the barn, it matched up to the size of one 
which wa’ six weeks old! The young animal is reported to have 
a very hearty appetite. , / 

The owners are Richard and Jerry Chapman, two brothers who 
operate the farm on a partnership basis. Nephe pf the brothers, 
ten-year-old Garth Chapman, son of Mr. and Mrs. Doug Chap- 
man, who lives within walking distance of the farm, takes care 
of the feeding of his uncles’ calves. Although the newborn almost 
doubles Garth's weight, the sturdy 168-pounder poses no problem 
to him-yet.

wage in Ontario increases to $1.65 an 
hour on April 1. The increase places 
Ontario's minimum wage on the sime 


level as the present federal minimum 
wage 

The construction rate currently at 
$1.75 increases to $1.90. 


The general student rate will be 
$1.50. 


The minimum rate for the hotel, 
motel, tourist resort, restaurant and 
tavern industry will bé $1.65. There 
will be one exception. Assistant bell 
captains, bellmen, doormen, waiters, 
bus boys and waitreases will receive 
the new minimum wage of $1.65 on 
October 1, 1971, 

The new rates are the second step 
in the minimum wage increases an- 
nounced last year. At that time, the 
minimum hourly wage was raised 
from $1.30. to $1.50 starting last Oct- 
ober with the second increase to $1.65 
to become effective April 1.

Cable operators of the future will offer stock-ticker services, news wire, 
shopping retrieval, theft and fire surveillance, message delivery,’ banking, in- 
house educational services, and more Many cable operators already offer a 
special local community channel, plus extra FM and AM radio reception, in 
addition to the clear reception of on-air TV programs the public has learned 
to appreciate over the past 20 years. 

There are approximately 400 cable television systems (CATV) serving over 
1,200,000 Canadian homes, with 3,800,000 viewers. This constitutea about 28 
per cent of the Canadian urban television audience. According to recent fig. ~ 
ures gathered by the Department of Communications, there are 180 systems 
with less than 1,000 subscribers each. Less than a dozen systems have over 
30,000 subscribers : 

Currently there are community antenna television Systems serving centres 
from the Maritimes to Vancouver Island. Until April 1970, the greatest ma- . 
jority of the larger Canadian Systems, developed within 150 miles of the - 
Canadian-U.S. border. In April, the Canadian Radio-Television Commission 
authorized the use of microwave for use by those interested in building sy~- 
stems further from the U.S. border. This encouraged many Canadian com- 
panies to apply for CATV licenses. Some have been heard and approved, 
others are expected to be heard by the CRTC later in 1971 The first CATV 
systems in Canada were constructed in London, Ontario in 1952. Other sy- 
stems followed within weeks of the first development. 

The cost of constructing a CATV system in this country varies,. depending 
on where the system is located, the density of potential subscribers and ser- 


Vices to be offered. A 12-channel system usually costs about $6,000.00 per
